ARRESTED 8Y CHIEF KENDALL 


They Try the Dodge on Mrs. Dupree 


But Are Caught. 
Brought Into 


Court and Fined $10 Each 


For Larceny This 


Morning. 


Frank McLean and Christopher Noone 


were in court this morning charged with 
larceny of §1. The fr.cts as presented 
were that some time ago U^o meu repre- 
senting the Columbia Portrait company 
of Troy, N, Y., called at the homo of Mrs. 
Dupree at 10 Clark block and induced her 
t:> let Ihem have a picture of her little 
d'm ,..ttr, saying that tUey would make 
her a t Pit class portrait h-eo of charge, 


Monday afternoon the defendants called 


and had the portrait framed and with the 
child's picture, which had been given by 
the mother, inside the glass of the por- 
trait. The portrait was shown to Mrs. 
Dupree and when she had expressed her 
opinion of it and thanked the men, she 
was told that there were charges for the 
frame. She expressed surprise, and said 
that it was to have been givon free. 


The man however laughed at the idea, 


and rather than lo«e it she told them that 
she would pay, but all she had was ,^lt 
She would give that and if the men would 
call again she would pay the rest and not 
thinking she gave ono of the men a dol- 
lar. 


Immediately both men with the dollar 


and pictures left the house and Mrs. Du- 
pree shouted for tbc police. 
The agents 


ran to State street and the police were 
notified. 


Chief Kendall started on the case and 


about 4 o'clock arrested the men. This 
morning Lawyer Couch appeared for the 
commonwealth and the defendants were 
fined 510 each. 


The work of Chief Kendall in this case 


is to be highly recommended, inasmuch 
as for some time portrait agents from 
Troy, N. Y., and other places have prac- 
ticed that kind of work in this city and 
towns nearby and have given a deal oi 
trouble, not only to the citizens but to the 
courts and officers. It is a clear case of 
swindle and the chief says it must be stop- 
ped, at least in this city. 


TOOK THE HEADSTONES. 


Agent of a Pittsfield Marble Company 


Charged With Defacing a Grave. 


Frank H. Welch, agent for Temple 


Bros., marble dealers of Pittsfieid, was 
taken before Judge Casey of Lee Jlondoy, 
charged with taking away from the Catho- 
lic cemetery in Lee three heacUtones iu 
one base at the grave of the children of 
Mrs. Mary Fender of Tittsfleld. The ar- 
rest was made under the statute prohibit- 
in? defacing a grave. Lawyer Dunham 
of Pittsiield appears for Mrs. Fender. 
Welch claims for his firm that he had 
a written agreement with Mrs. Penden 
that she was to pay so much down, when 
the gravestones were bought inlS95, and 
the balance in instalments, and that the 
firm has not been paid. The case is a new 
one in the Berkshire courts. It was con- 
tinued for two weeks. 


For a Clear Street, 


Chief Kendall has taken a necessary 


precaution with reference to the paving 
of Main street. It has been observed that 
somejhorses aie allowed to stand an unrea- 
sonable time in tho street, thus hindering 
the progress of the work. The chief has 
asked the officers to request the owners 
or driyers of these horses to take their 
animals out of the way of the workmen. 
An officer will be soecially detailed fcr the 
duty of looking after this matter. It will 
be seen by horse owners and drivers that 
the step is a necessary one. It is not the 
intention of the police to unwarrantably 
interfere with business, but to call the at- 
tention of those who would probably not 
see the matter rightly at once to tbc 
necessity of having the street as clear 
from teams as much as possible. The fol- 
lowing of this plan will be far better than 
a closed street.

commerce with the Esquimaux entirely 
ibul off. Then we undoubtedly should 
establish a coaling station there and a 
i av;ii entrepot, from which our warships 
couid swoop down upon English mer- 
chantmen which ply the sunny seas in 
th'it part of the %vorld and utterly an- 
nihilate them.

They refused, upon which the Basha's 
head man, with aapsrity, repeated the 
order. Then they walked up to with- 
in five yards of the prisoner and fired 
two shots into his back. The corpse 
was buried iu sacred ground. 
AH the 


Moors, even the authorities, Basha in.-- 
eluded, looked upon the prisoner as a 
martyr. Why, they asked, should a 
good Mohammedan die for a dog of a 
Christian? 
The feeling is universal, 


and if it were not for the legations, 
Europeans would not be very sate. —

LILLIAN SMALL'S LONELY POST. 


Clio Girl Who Kcpovts the Passing Ships 


at Highland Liijlit, Cape Cod. 


Of. all the odd careers Cape Cod has 


seen its women take up none is further 
from the beaten track than that of Lil- 
lian Small. Visitors to the big High- 
land Light, under whose shadows lie 
the wrecks of so many brave vessels 
that the ocean bed thereabouts is one 
vast sailors' graveyard, see 
a tiny 


house 
near the whitewasher tower. 


This is Miss Small's home. 


Years ago, when she was only a 


child, the Boston shipping men estab- 
lished this little place as a station 
wnere outgoing vessels might be spok- 
en and send back any forgotten word 
or receive any delayed or neglected or- 
ders for their voyages. Incoming ships 
were to be reported and their arrival 
made known to the consignees long be- 
fore the vessels dropped anchor in Bos- 
ton harbor. 
Lillian Small's 
father 


was appointed to the post 
of signal 


master. 
As Lillian grew up her play- 


things were the big telescope, with 
which she learned to read the names of 
passing ships, and the telegraph key 
that ticked the ship's names to the 
Boston end of the telegraph wire that 
ran out of the little house. In time she 
was sent to a boarding school. Like 
many other Cape Cod girls, Miss Small 
intended to take up some occupation in 
Boston. Her brothers, who might have 
succeeded a,n<J helped their father, were 
unable to do so, and she gave up the 
fun and excitement of life on the main- 
land to go back to the loneliest spot on 
the coast and be her father's assistant. 


The small house is perched on the 


high cliffs to which it is guyed. 
It 


faces the water and Miss Small's first 
duty is to keep perpetual watch over 
the ocean, for every sail running Close 
enough to be distinguished. 
All the 


regular ships know the station and 
keep near enough the coast to be made 
out. 
A lour-foot telescope is arranged 


through a pane in the window, and 
when a sail comes in sight the girl 
makes out the vessel's name and re- 
ports it to Boston together with any 
message there may be. 


Several sets of flags of the interna- 


tional code are provided. Then there 
are Vockets and Boston lights and lan- 
terns. A big pole stands outside, on 
which Miss Small runs up signals mak- 
ing whole sentences, to carry on con- 
versation with the ships sailing slowly 
by. It seems a lonely life; but there's 
always the man at the Boston end of 
the wire, with plenty of messages. 


In her dainty white and blue bed- 


room are a bell from the telephone and 
a ticker from the telegraph key. Some- 
times in the middle of the night one or 
;he other breaks into her dreams.—New 
York Sun. 


THE YAP DOLLAR. 


Weighs Eighty Pounds and Hardly Avnil- ] 


able as a Pot-.fcet Fioce.

First and last there have been many 


different kinds of dollars in the United 
States—silver dollars, gold dollars and 
multifarious paper dollars of some- ; 
times dubious 
valuo; 
and in other j 


countries, iron, platinum, brass, bone, ' 
ivory, and even wheat and cotton goods 
lir-ve done duty as money. But the 
oddest "dollar" ever seen thus far, per- : 
haps, is that coined, or rather quar- j 
ried, by the chiefs of the island of Yap, i 
one of the group of Caroline Islanads 
in the South Pacific. 


These Yap coins are even more cum- 


bersome to carry about than the great 
silver "daddy dollar" of our own land. 
Vastly more cumbersome, indeed, since 
they weigh eighty pounds apiece and 
are over two feet in diameter! 
A de- 


faulting cashier would certainly have 
difficulty in absconding with many o£ 
them! 


Two of these strange pieces of money 


may now be seen in the National Mu- 
seum at Washington. They are circu- 
lar disks of coralline rock, dull white j 
iu color, yet • apparently 
crystalline, j 


twenty-six inches in diameter and from ' 
three to four inches thick. 
At the : 


centre of each there is a round bole j 
two inches and a half in diameter. 


The Yap chief enjoys a monopoly in | 


this singular sort of coinage. 
When [ 


in want of money, he has but to send 
his slaves to the quarry to fashion as 
many flat "dollars" as be needs. 


His treasury is a number of long 


poles set on support in front of the 
royal hut. The dollars are struck on 
the poles like beads in a necklace; and 
the number of strings of these great 
stone dollars possessed by a chief is 
the gage of his wealth ana respectabil- 


ity. 


Bin if utility should be a character- 


istic of money, a dozen grindstones 
piled on a pole would be of more value 
than the whole of it.—Youth's Compan- 
ion.

There was another regular meeting of 


the city council held Monday evening. 
Calling it a regular meeting is certainly 
indulging in n. misnomer, for a more 
irregular one could hardly be devised, was 
it the intention to produce amock meet- 
ing for the benefit of the Young Men's 
Christian association or other worthy and 
peace-loving 
organization. 
President 


Bracewell was in the chair. 


Of course Councilman Hamer was tha 


center of the irregularity and a very good 
centre he made. 
The fun began when 


Mr. Hamer's pet scheme of coercing the 
executive officers to the 
will of the 


council was in danger of receiving a deatu 
blow. It was laid down by Mr. Whitaker, 
who reported for the committee on rulesi 
in a very prostrate position and looked 
as if its pudden death was near. And it 
had to die, 1'or all that the councilman 
from "Ward 1 could not save its life. It was 
an auarchist and the council knew it and 
were not deceived by the purple that its 
sponser had clothed it in instead of the 
regulation red. It might be said in ex- 
ter nations of Mr. Hamer that the ques- 
tions that he had put to some of the offi- 
cers had been answered in a way that 
showed the officers to have far more re- 
gard for the interests of the city than the 
suspicious ones had hoped for aud that 
probably had an irritating effect. It was 
shown that the street railroad had not 
been allowed to run off with the new 
bridge and any other part of the city's 
property that its "plutocratic" majesty 
had wanted, and to be sure to find that 
there were some "honest" folk out- 
side of the divinely self-chosen few wag 
an unpleasant discovery. 


It was shown, too, that Commissioner 


Hunter, who has always been con- 
sidered a man of sterling character 
by our stupid community, had no need 
to apologize to the self-annointed for a 
big, big public steal, and that was not 
stimulative to the rural mayoralty bees 
that have stung some heads to madness- 
Besides the "galleries" were unusually 
full and the people must know of the peo- 
ple's true cuampions. 
As the mediums 


say, 
the conditions were just right and 


the seance went on swimmingly, the only 
shades, however, that appeared being the 
ghosts of the departed peta that the coun- 
cil in its unpardonable cruelty put to 
death. The meeting was not reportafale 
and the only way the people can ever get 
au adequate conception of the council's 
proceedings is for them to go and see 
them. Perhaps if a phonograph and a 
kinotoaeope man was secured he could 
"take" the meetings and give very satis- 
factory reproductions of them, and no 
doubt the company that would take in 
hand to manage the affair would make 
quite a "speck" in exhibiting the results 
at next year's cattle shows. But this won't 
be needed if all the other wards turn out 
as numerously to. the meetings in the 
future as Ward 1 did Monday evening for 
soms unaccountable reason. 


A communication from the mayor re- 


ferred to the transmission of the report of 
the commissioner of public works and a 
contract of the Hoosac Valley street rail- 
road with the city, all bearing on the part 
the street railroad will pay towards the 
building of the new Main and State street 
bridges. These documents were read and 
received. 


Councilman Perry asked that-the con- 


tract with the Berlin Bridge Co. bo read. 
The contract was lengthy and Mr. Hamer 
asked if all councilmen could have the 
privilege of reading the contract. Mr. 
Wilkinson moved a committee of three 
to examine the contract and other papers 
and report. Messrs. Perry, Haraer and 
Fingg were chosen by the chair as that 
committee aud they will report at the 
next regular meeting. 


The mayor vetoed the order of the 


council directing the commissioner of 
public works to take steps to locate the 
lines of V/est Main street and enliat the 
aid of the county commissioners if neces- 
sary. The reasons were that the commis- 
sioner of public works has nojauthority in 
the matter, that the city council and 
mayor only have authority according to 
the charter, acd that the county commis- 
sioners 
can 
act 
only 
on 
written 


request. 
Mr. 
Wilkinson 
moved 


the 
reconsideration 
of 
the 
order 


vetoed. Mr. Hamer said that he did not 
know just whose business it was to take 
the steps to locate the street lines and he 
took the way he did to bring it up. He 
thought that the street lines should be 
located. 
The motion to reconsider the 


order was carried. Mr. Mort explained 
that the committee on streets had consid- 
ered tho matter and had reported. The 
matter is before the city engineer, who 
will report as soon as possible. 


Mr. Wilkinson moved that the order be 


laid on the table. 
The motion was 


carried. 


The report of Chief Byars for the 


quarter year was read and showed four 
fires and two neetileas alarms. 


James A. Booghton reported that the 


abutters on Marion avenue had been 
served with notice to appear before the 
council with reference to that street's ac- 
ceptance. No one appeared when the 
hearing was opened and in a few minutes 
the hearing was declared closed. The 
order for the establishing of the grade 
and the making of gutters on Church 
street, with the portion to be paved was 
passed finally by yea and nay vote, after 
being sliehtly amended, 


Mr. Armstrong reported for the com- 


mittee on buildings, recommending that 
permission be given Margaret P. Bradley 
to use a certain building on Center street 
as petitioned. The recommendation was 
voted. 


Mr. Cutting for the committee on police 


repotted unfavorably regarding the more 
frequent ringing of signal boxes, but 
recommended a, new box at Braytonville 
and one at the Beaver, that the instru- 
ment at the city-hall be Hold to meet part 
of the expense. 


E. S. Wilkinson reported for the finance 


committee that Mrs. Mathew Owens re- 
fused to sell part of her Marshall street 
property to be used for widening the 
street. Unless the city buy it all none can 
be obtained. He also reported on the pe- 
titions for damages by citizens on Wash- 
ington avenue because of an increase in 
grade. The petitioners were given leave 
to withdraw on the grounds that they had 
not been damaged. 


Mr. Whittaker reported favorably for 


the committee on rules on tho motion re- 
ferring to the holding of the regular meet- 
ings of the council the Monday following 
the regular date providing the first (Mon- 
day of the month was a legal holiday. 
He reported unfavorably on the order that 
the executive.officers be present to give 
information verbally or in writing when- 
ever asked. The reasons given were that 
the council could not impose any obliga- 
tion on the executive department, tbat 
the order was not necessary as the officers 
had never refused to be present when 
asked, that the order was in direct viola 
tion of the city's charter. 


Mr. Hamer, regarding the report, talked 


long about what he knew, going over his 
hard beaten path. He was so long winded 
and so desultory that the chair ruled him 
out of order. He appealed from the de- 
cision of the chair. Mr. Wilkinson Called 
for the previous question, Mr. Hamer 
rose again to say that he is balked often 
in trying to talk on public matters. Mr. 
Wilkinson again asked the 
previou3 


question. Mr. Brown thought the appeal 
should take precedence. The chair with - 
drew his ruling about Mr. Hamer being 
out of order and recognized the previous 
question, allowing 10 minutes for debate, 
no man having more than three. There 
was a wrangle over tho proper thing to 
do, Mr. Perry, Mr: Wilkinson and Mr. 
Brown talking on the point. Mr. Hamer 
insisted on the appeal and when Mr. 
Wilkinson explained his position on the 
matter, showing his willingness to allow 
Mr. Hamer all the time he wanted. Mr. 
Hamer retorted "You'll get around it by 
and by." Then the galleries cheered. 
Mr. Perry did not like this interruption. 
The previous question was put, without 
debate and was carried, the report before 
the house being accepted, though Mr. 
Hamer voted a loud "no." 


Mr. Hamer asked if the word "order" 


should be used in making motions. He 
said one councilman took exception to 
his use of the word. Mr. Perry rose as 
the man to whom Mr. Hamer referred1 
Mr. Wilkinson, to 
stop personalities, 


moved the matter be laid on the table. 
Then Mr. Hamer, Mr. Sykes and Mr. 
Mort had something to say regarding the 
point. 
Mr. Wilkinson explained the 


word "ordered" and mr. Hamer sarcasti- 
cally said he understood the matter now. 
His manner was cutting and Mr, Wilkin- 
son was glad the member "understood it 
now as he did not understand it before." 
There was a rumbling of leet from the 
galleries. The matter was tabled. 


The New England Telephone company 


was given permission to set poles as peti— 
tioned. It was voted to accept Marion 
street. It was ordered that a warrant 
be issued for the special congressional 
election. 


A resolution passed by the Central 


Labor union was presented by Mr.Hamer. 
It had reference to the commissioner of 
public works not stipulating in theMaiiir 
street paving contract that local labor 
should be employed. When the clerk in i 
reading it'had reached appoint where the 
resolution said the union condemned the 
council for not insisting on theprovis-' 
ions of section 51-of the charter, Mr. Wil- 
kinson moved that further reading of the 
document be dispensed with. Beading 
was immediately ^suspended and Mr. Wil- 
kinson's motion wan put .and carried, 
Messrs. Hainer and-Brown voting "no." 
The Central labor union document hadi 
then no standing. 


The council adjourned. 


Tlie-Bridge Contract. 


We, the undersigned, who were in-' 


Btructed to determine the amount and the i 
arrangements under which the Hoosac 
Valley street railroad company should 
contribute toward the cost of the building 
of the abutments and the. erection and 
completion of the proposed new bridge 
over tho Hoosa Driver at Main street, after 
having carefully considered the course 
taken by other cities and towns in similar 
matters, and after finding that nothing 
could be imposed under the old town 
agreement, with said street railroad com- 
pany, do hereby determine and adjudge 
that said railway company shall, pay to 
the treasurer of the city of North Adams 
u sum equal to one-third of the total cost 
of the building oi'the abutments and the 
said new bridge over the Hoosao river, 
within thirty days after the completion of 
the bridge, and that in the event of a gen- 
eral law being passed hereafter imposing 
a franchise tax upon the gross receipts or 
property of street railways for the bene- 
fit of cities and towns in which street rail- 
ways are located, then tlie city shall have 
the option of repaying within one year af- 
ter the passage of such act such sum as 
shall have been paid by said street rail- 
way company and if said sum is not so re- 
funded then a sum. equal to 5 per cent, of 
said one-third shall be deducted annually 
from any yearly franchise tax that may 
be hereafter imposed upon the gross re- 
ceipts or property of said street railway 
company for the benefit of said city of 
North Adams.

The ordination of Miles B. Fisher to the

Prof L O Brastow preached the ordination 
sermon. His text was the II Corinthians, 
IV chapter and IS verss. "While we look 
not at the things which are seen, but at 
the things that are unseen, etc." 
It was 


an able and scholarly effort and was 


in part as follows: 


It seems to be increasingly difficult to 


believe in unseen things. Men are living 
in the senses. They are engaged with 
those things that supply material beauty. 
They are preoccupied with business cares, 
and it is to most men a pleasant thing to 
live. Material existence itself, notwith- 
standing the hardships of life, is a pleas- 
ant thing. Hence unseen things become 
unreal, as against their sense of unreality 
I wish this evening to make a place for 
the things that are unseen, for the Chris- 
tian church and the Christian ministrv 
must deal with the unseen. 


Things uneeeu are in fact the first 


things, we start somewhere, our starting 
point is either the seen or the unseen, 
which isit? Human intelligence has al- 
ways said, the things unseen, the ideas, 
the patterns of things are always behind 
and out of sight. Aoii they belong to a 
different class of • substances from the 
things that-are-seen. There is an invisible 
thinker'behind the world,, the world is in- 
telligible because it has intelligence be- 
hind it. 
And we:have as mnch basis 


for believing in God as believing in the 
world in Which we live. 


Things unseen, are also the real things.
